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‚ The First World Series 


HE bards of ancient Greece and Rome loved to dream of phantom 
gods and goddesses, and whenever anything of importance occurred, 


they, in recording the occurrence, inserted the gods and goddesses 


to bear the brunt of the trouble and to do the most heroic work. 
Thus it was that Homer, the greatest authority on baseball that ever lived, 
decided to record the history of the first and greatest world’s series that ever 
was played, in the form of a battle.

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LYCEUM ANNIVERSARY BANQUET 


The Saginaw High School Lyceum, the oldest literary and debating so- 
ciety in the state of Michigan, celebrated its silver anniversary on May 8th, 
with an enjoyable banquet at the Hotel Vincent. Having been organized in 
the year 1888, the Lyceum passed its twenty-fifth birthday in December, 1913, 
During the most of those years, it has been the only organization connected 

with Saginaw High that afforded practice in public speaking, and the success 
achieved by the Lyceum was in a large way responsible for the action of the 
Board of Education in establishing regular public speaking sections in each 
grade, which was done about six or seven years ago. Among the successful 
business men of our city whose early training along the line of speaking in 
public was received in the Lyceum are Ard. Richardson, first mayor of Sag- 
inaw under the commission government, Fred Travers, Miles Purcell, and 
Vincent Weadock, who rank among the best of Saginaw’s lawyers, Julian A. 
Keeler, bank clerk, and Arthur О. Cook, Arthur Treanor, and Mike Gorman, 
successful newspaper men. 


The banquet was a very sumptuous affair, being complete in every detail, 
and was greatly enjoyed by all. In fact, everybody expressed themselves as 
immensely satisfied and the banquet as a grand success. 


The speakers of the evening were five in number, each one representing 
a period of five years of the life of the Lyceum. Julian A. Keeler, of the 
Class of '90, representing the Lyceum of the years 1888 to 1894, gave the 
history of the founding of the Lyceum and outlined the work done in the 
early days. The following speakers, representing in order the four other 
periods of five years of the Lyceum’s existence, were Arthur Treanor, ’99, 
Arthur О. Cook, '00, Alfred Eckert, 08, and Michael Gorman, '10. Each of 
these speakers outlined the work of the Lyceum during their time, and paid 
tribute to the Lyceum for its helpful influence in preparing speakers for ex- 
temporaneous speaking and the confidence which comes from knowledge of 
one’s ability to address a body in public without suffering from stage fright. 
On request from one of the old boys to hear from one of the present member- 
ship of the Lyceum, Toastmaster Wm. O’Keefe called on Arthur Weadock, 
who ably acquitted himself and thanked the alumni for their kindness in ap- 
pearing as speakers. Principal Warner spoke of the scholarships the Lyceum 
has assisted in establishing and maintaining and showed that twenty-one 
pupils have been able to continue their work at college by means of these 
scholarships. This closed the program which all felt had been enjoyable and 
complete in every detail.
